So Say* Tl»e State IJeparttiieut of Agri- 
culture, aud It Has Studied the M»!t*»r. 


There mav be a great future for the 


goat iu this country yet—and outside 
the pages of the comic papers, too. 
The department of agriculture has 
taken the goat up seriously. It says 
there is big money in him. He caa 
fee.l himself in summer ou uplands 
worthless at the start 08" for any other 
use, and iu a fe*v years he will have 
cleared the ground of all the under- 
growth, bushes, briais, mullein, deck, 
iron weed, eU-.. leaving it ready for 
th«i timothy ami clover. la winter 
he will thrive on cornstalks. He is a 
much hardier animal than the sheep, 
the department of agriculture says, 
is much less trouble aud imicli less 
expense. 


All the farmers who have gone into 


goat raising are contented aud even 
enthusiastic over the results. Dry 
goatskin is in brisk demand in the 
New York market at 40 cents a pound. 
The Angora goats are "good milk- 
ers," their neeces bring a good price, 
their fiesh is good eating. 
"I have 


raised a ewe goat," writes a South 
Carolina mau to 
the department, 


"that will give four quarts per day of 
as good milk as any cow on my plan- 
tation, and the feed of one of my 
cows will kc?p twelve goats." Like 
reports come from Texas. Missouri, 
Kentucky and oilier states. 
"To a 


person who has never seen the re- 
sults of the presence of Angoras oil 
brush lands,'5 writes an Iowa goat 
raiser, "a ride through my pastures 
is a revelation. Where, three years 
ago, the ground was densely covered 
with undergrowth of hazel, crabtree, 
oak, buckberry, and other brush, it 
is now growing the finest bluegrass. 
I have over GOO acres which have been 
reclaimed, and the value of the land 
has been enhanced at least 810 an 
acre." One of the department's cor- 
respondents smacks his lips over (An- 
gora) goatfiesh, pronouncing it finer 
that mountain mutton. 


There a- e now about half a million 


goats of all sorts iu the United States, 
according to the department's census, 
most of them in Texas. Isn't there 
a field ('so to speak) for the goats oa 
our Yankee hill farms—the run-down, 
abandoned or semi-abaudoned ones"? 
Certainly there's a store of food for 
them there. It's worth considering.

The rat catcher employs four meth- 


ods, according to the number of rats 
and the place he is working in.

catches them with traps or by poison- 
ing them, with the aid of cats, dogs 
and ferrets, or by trained men. 


"Warships are usually cleared of rats 


by traps. It has been found unsatis- 
factory to use poison because the rats 
crawl away into corners and die and it 
is almost impossible tD find their 
bodiep. 
Cats, clogs and ferrets kill 


the rats and leave the bodies to decay.
